The meeting was called to order, with Mayor Miller presiding.

The reading of the Minutes was digpensed with.

Purgsuant to published notice, the public hearing on the petltion of
the Missourl Pacific Railroad to build a passenger depot at Lamar Boulevard
and Third Street was held,

Megsrs. R. H. Kelley, F. E. Babteg, and other officials of the Missouri
Pacific Railroad, together with a group of citizens, were present.

Mr. T, B. Bates, Chief Executive Officer of the Missourl Pacific
Railroad in Texas, in support of their petition, submibtted the following
facts in writing:

" The IGN Rallroad played an important part in the early
development of central Texas and the cities along its line. We
have always considered Austin, with 1tm State Capitol and greab
university, ags one of the most important citles we serve. When
this 1line was coastructed in the early elghties, Austin was a

“emall town and in those days 1t was important that the rallroad
station be located on the maln street for the convenlence of
the traveling public. The back-up move to the present passenger
station was comparatively unimportant in the early days as train
schedules were relatively slow and passenger competition was non-
existent,

As Austin grew, additional streets were open across the
back-up tracks to the station, vehicular traffic increased and
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the constructlon of industries interfered with the view of the
traveling public until today this back-up movement creates a
real hazard.

Today, transportation competition is keen and the rail-
roads are faced with the necessity of shortening schedules
and acquiring modern equipment to meet other forms of com-
retitlon if they are to rebtain and enjoy present volume of
passenger traffic,

The backing of our tralns into the present station con.
gomes approximately 15 mimbtes per train which means an equiv-
alent lengthening of the schedules. The Missouri Pacific, in-
cluding the IGYN, is currently investing several million dollars
in new, light-weight, streamlined, passenger train equipment
with the view of improving its service between St. Touls and
Texag points, Iincluding Austin, which will result in a saving
of approximately four hours running time. This squipment will
be of the most modern type and comparable to the best equipment
now in operation any where in this country. To make this re~
duction in running time it is necessary that we eliminate un-
necegsary delays, such as the back-up move inbto Austin. The
Missouri Paciflec has confidence in the future of Austin and
the other citles in Texas which it serves and feels that the
improved equipment and service will permit it to increase
its passenger traffic to justify the cost involved,

The IGN statlon on Congress Avenue is the original station
built in the eighbties in what might be called the Ynorse and buggyt
days. ¥While it probably was a c¢redit to the railroad in the
early days, it now might be termed a monstrosity and hopelessly
outmoded.

I have outlined briefly the reasons why we are today asking
you to approve the plan for the abandonment of our present passen-~
ger station and the construction of a new passenger station at
the intersection of our tracks and Lamar Boulsvard., The proposed
station will cost in the nelghborhood of $150,000 to $175,000
and will provide a facility which the City of Austin will be
proud of. It will be of modern architecture, of ample size %o
take care of present and future passenger station requirements
and will provide ample parking space for our patrons. We expect
to beautify the grounds of the station area so that they will
blend into and becolte & part of the future Riverside Park. We
believe that 1t will be more convenient to the traveling public
than the present station. We are strengthened in this bellef
by the spontaneous action of 4,766 property owners in Austin who
signed our petition approving the relocation of the station.

The layout for the proposed station has been worked out
and the entrance into the station grounds can be modified as
necessary to avoid interfering with the possible future separation
of grades on lLamar Boulevard.

‘There has been some comment during the past thirty days
of the deslrability and necessity for a union stabtion in Austin.
Prior to the development of our highway system, railroad passen~
ger traffic was largely local traffic and there was considerable
interchange of passengers between railroads. Today, local traffic
has largely disappeared and the majority of railroad passenger
travel is long-haul traffic. The interchange of passenger traffic
today between the Missourl Pacific and the Southern Pacific and
MKT at Austin is practically non-existent. Many years ago, we
entered into 2 contract with the local bagpage transfer company
at Austin for the free transfer of baggage from one railroad
station to another for the accommodation of passengers transferring
from one road to another. Our records show that the transfer
company has moved no baggage for many years. A4 union station is
of no value to the traveling public except to transfer from one
train to another, therefore it would be of no value to Austin.

Certain interests at Austin have for many years been promot—
ing the idea of relocating the railroads through the city. Such
a plan, if found to be ecomromically feasible, would cost many
millionsg of dollars, a large proporition of which should, in equity,
be pald by the public. The development and financing of the plan
would take a. congiderable pericvd of time. The construction of the
passenger station now proposed by the IGN at a cost of $150,000,
or even $200,000, would in no way block the uliimate plan should
it be economically justified. Whey, then, should Austin pass up
the opportunity to secure a new station how instead of waliting
years for it?

The Missouri Pacific feels that it is an industry in this
clty; it is interested in your welfare; it prospers when you pros-
per; its officers like to be treated as home folks in your city.

I wish to take this opportunity to thank the many citizens
of Austin for thelr generous and wholehearted support of this
project, the Chamber of Commerce and the Plan Commission for their
favorable action in approving the project, and the Mayor and other
city officials for their falr and unbiased attitude in considering
the proposed plan.

The Mayor then gave a brief review of the history of the railroad
relocation plan, pointing out that the Xoch & Fowler City Plan, adopted
in 1927, recommended the relocation of the railroads and the building of
a unlon station at East Avemus, and had that plan been carried out, the
City would now be up against the same situation. In 1944, just vefore
D-Day, at the insistence of some of the planners that the rail relocation
plan be taken up for congideration, the City Council met in conference
with the City Plan Commission and the Railroad officials and it was agreed
that a competent englneer be employed to make 2 survey of the situation
and the City appropriated the money for that purpose, but was unable to
find an engineer., The Missouri Pacific Bailroad is now asking permission
to abandon its present passenger depol and bulld a new one at the
corner of Lamar Boulevard and West Third Street, with pariking
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space for approximately twe hundred cars in order to shorten the schedule
of their new streamlined traing.

Councilmen Glags brought up the matter of hisg request that the freight
traing of the Missouri Pacific Railroad be routed so as to avoid blocking
the streets on the west side, and Mr. Bates declared that it was found to
be impracticable to move their switches, but that it was thelr intention
to block the streets as 1ittle as possible in the conduct of thelr business.

No citlzen appeared to protest the granting of the petition,
Landon Bradfield, who had previously voiced objections to same, declared
that his objections would be withdrawn if the Order approving the petition
provided that same would not affect the rail relocation plan; and if the
citizens committee to study said plan would be appoinied before the next
Legislature meets. He was assured by the Mayor that said committee would
be appointed within the next two weeks.

Thereupon the Mayor laid before the Council the followings

WHERFAS, on the date and at the time fixed by such pudlished notice
the City Council began, and thereaftsr carried to a conclusion, a public
hearing on such petition and the matters invoived therein; and

WHEREAS, the granting or approval of said petition will ret waive or
in any meanner release or sbandon any of the powers of the City of Austin
hereafter to require the relocation or removal of any railroad tracks or
facilities; and

WHEREAS, the City Councll is of the opinion that the change, reloca-
tion, arrangemente and abandonment deseribed in and Proposed by saild petition

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are in and for the public interest; NOW, THEREFORE,

1. This application is for a change of zoning on property located on
the wegt side of East Avenue from the intersection with Alrport
Boulevard to a point 750 feet north of East 46th Streets

2, This property now fronts on East Avenmue which will be converted into
the Interstate Highway passing through Austin in the nesr future,
for which purpose a strip 100 feet in depth will be, or already
has been, acquired by the City of Austin, leaving an average depth
of 189 feet and will be approximately 1055 feet in length which
would meke this a #CH Commercizl District but not 2 Commwmnilty Center
in accordance with the definitions of the Ordinance, and, therefore,
would permit all uses now allowed in this zons,

3. The property across East Avenue fto the east has been subdivided
into 2 residential area, the deeds for lots restricting the use
of the property fronting on Bast Avenune to residentlal purposes
only.

4, At the hearing, a large number of property owners appeared protegh-
ing this change and presented a petition signed by sixty-four resi-
dents and property owners who oppose this change.

($1,000.00) 19 estimated to be the cost of the sewer lines; and the Customer
in consideration of the foregoing obligailons to the City, which are assumed
for the benefits of the Customer In order to furnish water service and sewer
to him, agrees to deposit the sum of Thirty-five Hundred Dollars {$3500.00)
with the City of Austin prlor to commencement of the work.

The deposit provided for in Paragraph II is an estimate only of the
cost of constructing the ubility improvements described in Paragraph I; and
it is agreed that if the actual cost of such work ig less than the amount
deposited by the Customer, the City of Austin afber the work is completed will
refund to the Customer the difference between the actual cost and the esti~
mated cost of such work, but if the actual cost of such work ghall exzceed
the amount of said deposit, the Customer agrees upon notice from the City
immediately to deposit an additional sum to make up the diffsrence between

Immediately after completion of the utility improvements described in
Paragraph I, the City of Austin will furnish to the Customer a statement of
guch costs, together with the date of completion of the work; and the Clty
of Austin is hereby suthorized, through its officers or agents, to note on
this contract the correct figure stating the actual cost of such work and ;

It 1s agreed that the Customer sghall be reimbursed for the money de-
posited as provided in Paragraph 1I above in the following manner:

Within sixty (60) days after the first day of January following com-
pletion of the work deseribed in Paragraph I, the Cliy shall pay to the
Customer a sum equal to twice the gross amount of income realized by the
City from the service and sale of water for usual, customary, and normal
domestic, commercial, and industrial uses to customers having a direct
connection with the water mains and sewer lines described above for the
period of time immediately preceding the first day of January} and within
sixty (60) days after the first day of January of each succeeding year the

It is agreed that this contract lg made with reference to the existing
charter and ordinances of the City of Austin and laws of the State of Texazs
pertaining to all matters affecting this contract, and the Customer agrees
to comply with all provisions of such laws, ordinances and charter,

It 1s agreed that the City of Austlin may at its option retain any part
or all of the deposit made by the Customer in complliance with Paragraph II
and IV of thig contract and refuse to make the payments and refunds provided
for in Paragraphs IV and VI of this contract in the event the Customer shall
fall or refuse to comply substantlally with any obllgation lawfully imposed
on the City of Austin regylating the platiing, planning, and development of
subdivisions within the City: of Austin.
